The following information was re- 
ceived at the Belgian consulate-gen‘ 
eral at Ottawa respeégting the situa- 
tion created in occupied Belgium as a 
result of the recent action of the so 
called council of Flanders inspired by 
German intrigue. 

Profound indignation prevails in 
Belgium against the handful of Flem- 
ish activists who under the direction 
of the occupying enemy have just pro- 
claimed the political autonomy of 
Flanders. The foul attitude is causing 
an intense reaction of patriotism in 
the whole country. 

On February 1 all the members of 
parliament Flemish and Walloon, who 
remained in Belgium addressed to the 
German Imperial chancellor a joint 
energetic protest aganist the shame- 
less usurpation of power on the part of 
the pseudo “council of Flanders.” On 
Sunday, the 8rd, the activists organ- 
ized a procession in Antwerp to cel- 
ebrate their felony. This procession 
was dispersed by the huge crowd 
waiting which infuriated, tore to at- 
oms the flag carried by the avtivists. 
The manifestants, numbering about 
600, were hissed and beaten notwith- 
standing the protection of armed 
German soldiers. On Thursday, the 
7th, the court of appeal of Brussels 
held a general meeting and the 46 
attending judges of this court unanim- 
ously passed a decision to apply the 
Belgian criminal code on political con- 
spiracy and conseuently to order the 
general crown prosecutor to 
proceedings against the activists help- 
ing the German government to organ- 
ize the political separation of Fland- 
ers from the rest of the country On 
the following morning early the court 
ordered the arrest of two conspicuous 
leaders of the activists, Born and 
Tack, both in charge of a ministrial 
portfolio in the provisional govern- 
ment appointed by the so called 
“council of Flanders”. Thjs develop- 
ment alarmed the German authorities 
who decided a couple of hours later to 
protect their accomplices, ordered the 
two traitors free and signed the min- 
utes of proceedings of the court.

Dispatches coming out of Russia 
just now are s8o.conflicting and con- 
tradictory that it is impossible to 

. know what is the truth. About the 
only thing that is all clear is that 
conditions are rapidly progressing} 
from bad to worse. 


Germany’s new offensive against 
Russia looks like a bit of stage play, 
none too cleverly executed, in which 
the German high command and the 
leaders of the Bolsheviki government 
are the principal actors. 


Lord Beaverbrook has signed up 
Bud Fisher creator of Mutt and Jeff, 
as a member of his propaganda staff 


‘\ That was a good stroke of business 


on Beaverbrook’s part. Fisher should 
be able to add materially to the 
strength of Allied war propaganda by 
his clever work as an artist. 


To Canada-comes the honor of hav- 
ing the oldest soldier at the front in 
France Gananoque man, 73 years 
of age, has been discovered in the 
trenches, having been there for the 
past six months doing his bit along 
with the young fellows. Canadian 
old-timers were a well-bred lot. 


The Ukraines -are 
newly-found friends, the Germans 
to aid; them against the Bolsheviki 
troops, which are trying to destoy the 

‘ new republic But the Germans have 
now made peace with the Bolsheviki 
and are not in a poition to fight th 
Red Guard party.

If the London Times has Germans 
peace terms for Russia stated cor- 
recty, the world is given & splendid 
idea of what the Huns regard as a 
fair and democratic peace. For the 
Allies to enter upon peace negotia- 
tions with the enemy at this time 
would, in view of the Russian exper- 
ience, be absolutely suicidal. The 
fight must’ go many rounds yet be- 
fore a truly democratic peace will be 
possible. 


Canada’s minister of public works, 
Hon. F. B. Carvell, warns the people 
that more. sacrifices are necessary if 
we are to meet our war obligations, 
and he indicates that there must be 
more and higher direct taxation. 
This was something to be expected, 
and fortunately, owing to th general 
prosperity occasioned by the war, the 
people upon whom this increased tax- 
ation will fall most heavily are well 
able to stand Jt.

2 “Each district may hold an an- 
nual meeting or District convention 
prior to the convention at such time 
and place as the Executive may de- 
cide, such meeting to be made up of 
delegates’ duly ejected thereto as pro- 
vided by section 12-18. “Each District 
annual meeting may select by ballot 
one of its members to be its nominee 
at the convention fér District Direct- 
or. It may select a second choice who 
| shall be its nominee in case its orig- 
inal nominee be disqualified or should 
be elected to another office by the con- 
vention. 4 All clauses of the con- 
stitution in contravention of the ab- 
ove are hereby repealed.”

Ottawa, Ont. Feb -21—Hon. Arthur 
Meighen, minister of the interior, has 
made slashing and courageous econ- 
omies in the administration. of the 
branch An order has been preset at 
the instance of Mr. Meighen closing 
seven western land agemcy offices and 

twenty sub-offices. The economies 
effected will total $50,000. Due care 
has been taken to protect any ‘of the 
staff from these offices who have en- 
listed for overseas, and positions will 
be found for them on their return. 

The work of the offices closed will 
be divided among the remaining land 
offices. In all districts affected’ the 
available homestead land has been lar- 
gely patented, so that no serious hard- 
ship will result and little inconven- 
ience. Mr. Meighen is making a care- 
ful survey of his whole department 
and further economies of an even 
larger scale in other branches may be 
expected.

ENGLISH LANGUAGE 
AND NO OTHERS TO 
BE TAUGHT IN SASK 


Saskatoon, Feb 21—The monster 
convention of school trustees of Sask- 
atchewan, attended by anything up to 
2,500 delegates, registered. today in 
emphatic fashion its opfion upon the 
language question in the schools. In 
a series of resolutions, the convention 
with practical unanimity, declared: 

“That no person shall be eligible 
to be elected as a trustee unless he 
a British subject.” 

“That no person shall be eligible 
to be elected as trustee unless he is 
able to read and write the English 
language. _ 

“That .the Provincial government 
be urged to take the necessary steps 
to insure that every child in the pro- 
vince receives adequate and proper 
instruction in the English language. 

“That no language except English 
be used as the language of instruc- 
tion in any school in the province.” 

“That no language except English 
be taught during school hours in any 
schools which are under the provis. 
ion of the schoo] act.” 

Pleas for Other Languages 

Pleas for fair dealing with the 
foreign speaking element, particularly 
the French, were urged by various 
speakers, notably Father Pander a 
Polish Priest of Melville; Dr.’ Urich, 
of Hague; Emil Gravel, of Gravel-~ 
bourg, and a French soldier who ap- 
peared in uniform, M. Liebert, of St. 
Hubert. The speeches were in mod, ‘ 
erate terms, and though given a bean 
ful hearing, the temper of the conver 
tion was pronounced 

Pandemonium was created at: one 
stage by a remark of Father Sinnett, 
a Mennonite priest.. He had cited Bel- 
gium as a country which had shown 
patriotism in the highest possible de- 
gree, yet three languages, it- was ar- 
gued were in common use in that 
country and were taught in the school.

SOLDIERS OF SOIL 
MOVEMENT WILL 
BE INAUGURATED 

Ottawa, Feb. 503th’ aegonlastion 
of the “soldiers of the soil’? movement 
inaugurated by the Canada food board 
is now practically complete and work 
will be commenced at an early date 
to enlist 25000 boy volunteers to as- 
sist in food production of farms this 
year. 

Actual enrollment will begin or} 
March 17, and the following week, 
will be soldiers of the soil enrolment 
week throughout Canada. In towns 
of under 10000 population high school 
teachers and bank managers will act 
as enrolment officers. In larger cen- 
tres high schoo] teachers, Y. M. C. A. 
secretaries, together with officers of 
the boy scouts and other boy organi- 
zations will enroll the recruits. 

Arrangements have been made by 
the department of education in the 
several provinces so that the boys 
who enlist for this work will not lose 
their school standing. Every boy 
who gives three months on farm will 
be given a bronze national honor bad- 
ge. In addition he will be paid regular 
wages based on the amount of work 
which he is capable of doing. 

The department of agriculture in 
the various provinces will pfovide 
machinery for placing the boys on the 
farms, so that the farmers whbd can 
use one or more boys should notify 
their provincial departments of their 


requirements at an eary date.
